U.S. Lifts Curbs on Many Items 
Barred From Sale to Soviet Bloc 


Weeks Frees Third-to Half of List of Em- 
bargoed Goods—Restrictions on Trade 
With Asia Reds Unchanged. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP) 
—Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
today eased restrictions .on 
United States trade with the 
Soviet Union and other Com- 
munist countries of Europe, but 
he said he doubts there will be 
an early increase in the flow o 
goods across the Iron. Curtain. 


said Weeks’s order would re- 
duce by one third to one half 
the list of goods now barred 
from: commerce between the 
United States and the Red bloc 
in Europe. 

The announcement dealt only 
with the policy—the Commerce 
Department is to make public 
later lists of specific items to be 
freed from embargo. — 

Weeks’s move came a day 
after foreign aid chief Harold 
E. Stassen announced a similar 
relaxation of curbs on Red trade 
of friendly nations getting aid 
from the United States. 

Both officials said existing 
restrictions still stand on trade 
with Communist China, North 
Korea, or the Communist area 
of Viet Nam. :

Soviet Fleet Movements. 


In Taipeh, the Chinatone news 
agency which claims close con- 
nections with military intelli- 
gence reported Russia’s Far 
Eastern fleet had shifted war- 
ships southward to the Chusan 
islands near Shanghai and Hai- 
nan island off the south coast 
of China; 

The agency said several Soviet 
warships had reached Hainan 
island at the mouth of the Ton- 
kin gulf, the scene of recent air 
clashes between Chinese Com- 
munist and American planes.

Agency Deriving From 
Eisenhower Pool Pro- 
posal- Would Be Part 
of U.N. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26 (AP) 
—The United States and several 
of its Allies are putting the fin- 
ishing touches to a plan creat- 
ing an international “atoms-for- 
peace” clearing house. 


An announcement of how the 
program will work and what na- 
tions will participate will be 
made within a few weeks, it was 
learned yesterday. 


Contemplated is an agency, 


to handle questions and answers 
about peaceful uses of atomic 
energy—in medicine, agricul- 
ture, industrial power and the 
like. 


This agency would control no 


or power reactors, but it could 
draw them from the “have” na- 
tions to fill orders from the 
“have not” nations. 


The idea grew out of. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's plan for pool- 
ing atomic materials and know- 
how for peaceful purposes. 
Planning for it went ahead sev- 
eral weeks ago after it became 
apparent that Russia had re- 
jected Mr. Eisenhower's invita- 
tion to participate. 

The President has vowed sev- 
eral times that he will not give 
up the share-the-atom plan he 
espoused first in his speech last 
Dec. 8 to the U.N. General As- 
sembly. Secretary of State 
Dulles told his press conference 
two weeks ago the last Soviet 
expression on the. Eisenhower 
| plan was “99 per cent negative.” 


| Without Russia— whose par- 
‘ticipation is not yet entirely dis- 
‘counted—the program would 
‘take a considerably different 
‘shape. For example: 

1. It would not provide a 
' pool of materials, personnel 
and data. Instead, it would be 
the hub of information chan- 
nels flowing back and forth 
among mé@mber nations. 

2. There would be no dis- 
armament feature. Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s plan was viewed prin- 
cipally as an_ inspirational 
move to get countries thinking 
| about peaceful atomic uses 
rather than about stockpiling 
nuclear weapons. But it also 
would have diverted to the 
peaceful-use pool some ma- 
terials which otherwise would 
go into construction of weap- 
ons. Without Russia as a mem- 
ber, this part of the plan would 
be abandoned. 

3. There would be no spec- 
tacular effort to “strip (the 
atom of) its military casing 
and adapt it to the art of 
peace,” as Mr. Eisenhower put 
it in his pool speech.

The United States and the

views on all these points. 

Opinions Vary Widely. 


Opinions presently range wide- 
ly, with the Philippines and 
Thailand undérstood to be urg- 
ing strong. military commitments 
and Britain counseling more em- 
phasis on @n economic rather 
than a military approach. 

The Philippines was said to 
be seeking a North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization type agree- 
ment in which an attack on one 
of the countries would be re- 
garded as an attack upon all of 
them.

Capt. Joseph McCon- 
nell Jr. Who Downed 
16 MIGs Is Victim of 
-Test Flight Smash-Up. 


EDWARDS AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif., Aug. 26 (AP)— 
Capt. Joseph McConnell Jr., 
leading jet ace in the. nation, 


was killed on a routine test 
flight yesterday. 

The 32-year-old pilot, credited 
with downing 16 MIGs in Korea, 
was killed when his F86H. Sabre 
jet crashed on the Mojave des- 
ess 12 miles northeast of Rogers 
ake. . 

His body was found beside his 
ejection seat, half a mile from 
the shattered plane. Nearby was 
his unopened parachute. An Air 
Force spokesman said apparent- 
ly he had ejected himself from 
the plane at too low an altitude. 

During the flight McConnell 
had radioed that he had partly 
lost control of the plane, but 
thought he could make a land- 
ing on the dry lake bed. Soon 
thereafter he reported he had 
lost the cockpit canopy. He was 
| advised to bail out. Officers said 
he probably stayed with the 
plane too long. 
| McConnell, who said his pre- 
maturely gray hair came from 
being the father of three young 
children and not from his fly- 
ing, served as a bomber navi- 
gator during World War II and 
later took flight training. 

After the fighting broke out 
in Korea he repeatedly request- 
ed combat duty despite being 
told he was too old.-His request

came an ace (five planes to his 
credit) in just 30 days last year. 

He named his Sabre “Beau- 
teous Butch,” nickname for his 
‘wife, and shot down his first 
MIGI15 on Jan. 14, and his fifth 
on Feb. 16. 

After downing his eighth, his 
Sabre was hit by cannon fire at 
40,000 feet near the Manchurian 
border. With the plane smoking 
and developing only half power, 
he glided toward friendly lines. 
Finally he bailed out over the 
Yellow Sea ana a rescue heli- 
copter pulled him from the 
frigid water. 

Then on April 24 he racked 
up his tenth kill and on May 18 
his fourteenth and fifteenth.

McConnell’s comment was: 
“It’s the best kind of flying I've 
ever done. I could do this for 
several years yet.” 

He said he had asked for 25 
more missions, but his wife 
didn’t know about it yet and “I 
don’t think she'd appreciate it 
too much.” However, “she's a 
real good sport,” he added. 


Just before he left Korea he 
was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Cross and Silver Star 
and decorated by Singman Rhee, 
president of South Korea. When 
he arrived in this country he 
was congratulated by President 
Eisenhower at the White House. 
The Air Force assigned him to 
duty at George Air Force base, 
also on the Mojave.

THAN MEN MIGRATE TO U.S.

Aug. 26—The number of wom- 
en migrating to the United 


States considerably exceeds the 
number of men, according to a 
U.N. report issued yesterday. 

The report, “Sex and Age of 
International Migrants: Statis- 
tics for 1918-1947," was com- 
piled by the population division 
of the U.N. Department of So- 
cial Affairs to fill in the period 
before the U.N. began annual 
publication of the Demographic 
Yearbook, which contains a reg- 
ular compilation of migration 
statistics. 

The dominance of females 
over males in migration to this 
country during the period, the 
report found, is a drastic rever- 
sal*of the trend that existed 
before 1929. It attributed the 
changes to the fact that the 
women are members of families 
of earlier male immigrants.

“The tenant was not hurt,” 
Wolosoff insisted. 

He said there were risks and 
uncertainties in building apart- 
ments and that he didn’t know 
how much they would cost until 
they were finished. 

“It’s No Bargain.” 
“It’s no bargain owning those 
buildings,” he said, “You can't 
make any money. We used to 
have big waiting lists.... If I 
could raise the rental we could 
make a dollar.” 

Wolosoff complained that the 
FHA was competing with hint 
through Section 213 of the 
Housing Act, which provides 
Government~-issued mortgages 
for co-operative apartments 
which rent for less than ordi- 
nary apartments. 

He said his profit on the con- 
struction was about 10 per cent 
and that this is not excessive in 
the building business.

Title Bouts in 1954, 


IGHT boxing contests in- 
F; volving world champion- 

Ships have been held so 
far this year and they have 
drawn a total of 203,023 spec- 
tators who paid gate receipts 
Of $1,423,284. This revenue is, 
of course, exclusive of moneys 
paid for television, radio or 
television into closed theater 
circuits. 

Topping the title bouts was 
the heavyweight battle be- 
tween Rocky Marciano and 
Ezzard Charles at Yankee Sta- 
dium, New York on June 17 
last. 

For that, 47,583 persons 
paid $543,092 to see Marciano 
score his hard earned decision 
over the persistent challenger 
for the return of the crown 
which he wore briefly. And 
now they will repeat, Sept. 15, 
again in New York, but wheth- 
er they will attract the same 
amount of attention is some- 
thing else again. 

Next in popularity was the 
Bobo Olson-Kid Gavilan mid- 
dieweight go in Chicago on 
April 2 which Olson won in 
a 15-round decision. There 
were 18,582 paying customers 
in Chicago’s Stadium that 
= with receipts of $334,- 


The third most popular may 
be something of a surprise. It 
was a bantamweight fight in 
Bangkok, Thailand, May 2 in 
which Jimmy Carruthers of 
Australia defeated Chamrern 
Songkitrat of Thailand in 12 
rounds during a downpour of 
rain. 

The 59,760 brave Thai- 
landers who sat through those 
uncomfortable rounds paid the 
equivalent of $227,304.90 in 
American money. 

That bout, incidentally, en- 
joyed the largest attendance 
for a title bout anywhere in 
1954. It took place in a coun- 
try which has only recently be- 
come boxing conscious, at 
least, conscious of the game as 
we know it. 

Olson and Rocky Castellani 
recently drew 11,837 and 
$121,407 in San Francisco for 
their 15-round middleweight 
contest which Olson won on 
decision, 

Archie Moore and Joe Max- 
im drew 16,537 people and 
$89,000 in their third meeting 
for the light heavyweight 
championship at Miami, Fla., 
Jan. 27 which Moore won in 
15 rounds, making it three 
straight over the former title- 
holder whom he dethroned at 
The Arena here, Dec. 17, 1952. 

The lightest attendance and 
receipts came in the light- 
weight match which saw Paddy 
De Marco upset Jimmy Carter 
in Madison Square Garden, | 
March 5 when only 5730 per- 
sons paying $23,727 sat in on 
the show. 

And the next least popular 
was Moore’s triumph over 
Harold Johnson at Madison 
Square Garden Aug. 11 when 
Moore stopped Johnson in the 
fourteenth round. Only 8327 
persons attended and receipts 
were $34,024. 

The other title match was at 
Tokyo, Japan when Yoshio 
Shirai successfully defended 
his flyweight title in a bout 
with Leo Espinosa of the Phil- 
ippines before 35,000 specta- 
tors who paid the equivalent 
of 50,000 American dollars.

Palmer, a 24-year-old ex-Coast 
Guardsman who works as a 
manufacturer’s representative in 
Cleveland, never trailed as he 
foiled Stranahan’s bid for the 
one major amateur golf title 
that has escaped him. 

Palmer in Lead Early. 

Playing a steady, precise 
game, Palmer forged into the 
lead with a par 4 on the 450- 
yard second hole. Stranahan got 
that one back on the 510-yard 
third when he clicked for a 
birdie. 

But after that, the 32-year-old 
Stranahan, from Toledo, O., fell 
behind for good with Palmer 
winning the 230-yard fifth with 
a birdie deuce and the 370-yard 
sixth with a par 4. 

They traded the 430-yard 
seventh and the 155-yard eighth, 
Stranahan taking the longer 
hole with a par and Palmer col- 
lecting anether birdie deuce on 
the short one.

NEW YORK, Aug. 26 (AP)— 
Louis E. Wolfson, a new figure 
on the American business scene, 
said today he would seek to gain 
control of Montgomery Ward & 
Co., billion-dollar-a-year Chica- 
go mail-order firm. 

The former Florida junk deal- 
er, who now heads companies 
with $200,000,000 in assets, 
made the announcement at a 
jammed press conference in the 
Biltmore Hotel. He said he will 
challenge the leadership of 80- 
year-old Sewell L. Avery, tough 
uncompromising chairman of 
the board of Montgomery Ward.

The 600 delegates have been 
meeting in groups of 50 to dis- 
cuss the assembly theme, and the 
result has been a wide di- 
vergence of views.

In several of the discussion

FIRST WE MUST FACE the fact that since 
the United States is falling down the list as 
builders of merchant shipping, there is far 
less use of champagne in launching ships. It is 
rumored that some American shipping people, 
in order to shave costs, fill empty champagne 

_ bottles with soapy water, but this has never 
been proved. But the United States can no 
longer be counted on as a large consumer of 
champagne for breaking over the noses of new 
ships. Therefore new markets must be found 
to take up this obvious slack. 

Now the big fad in. America today is to lose 
weight. Any product that claims to be non- 
fattening o., better still, that will help some- 
one take off a few pounds, has a very good 
chance of selling. 

If the champagne people buy advertisements 
claiming that champagne will make them lose 
weight, we’re sure that consumption will imme- 
diately increase. A good slogan might be 
“Drink One Bottle of Champagne and You'll 
Lose Weight—Drink Five and You'll Disap- 
pear.” 

The advertisements could also point out that if 
you buy a bottle of French champagne every 
day you won't be able to afford to buy food 
and you will lose weight automatically. —

PACKAGING IS IMPORTANT in the United 
States. If the champagne producers study the 
problem they'll discover many new ways of 
packaging their product. For one thing it 
wouldn’t hurt them to put champagne in cans 
and call it grape beer. Americans enjoy any- 
thing put in cans and will usually drink any- 
thing that says beer on the label. 

The frozen-food market cannot be overlooked. 
Frozen champagne for deep freezers should be 
pushed. The housewife, by adding a quart of 
fresh water to the concentrated champagne, will 
make a big hit with her friends, and we wouldn't 
be surprised if the Army might not be inter-

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Cookies That Fill a Jar With Joy 


Some Suggestions on Bringing Back the Good Old Fashioned Doughnut 


By Hoyt Alden 


HE prefabricated food boys, 
T ever inching ahead, have 

now got a finger in the 
cookie jar. For some time now 
they’ve been turning out a mix 
for ordinary sugar cookies, and 
here recently they've whipped 
the problem of the fudge 
brownie, complete with ready- 
made icing. Not to mention 
chocolate chip cookies and sev- 
eral other more or less standard 


types, not too fancy, yet a step. 


beyond the sugar cookie. 

There are boundaries beyond 
which even they can’t go how- 
ever, simply as a result of the 
natural otder of things. Con- 
sider, for instance, pfeffernuesse. 
There’s a delicacy which will 
never see mass production, In 
fact, it’s so complicated that it 
isn’t often produced under any 
circumstances. 

Of course this probably will 
serve only as a challenge to the 
ready-mix fraternity, and week 
after next I'll see confropting 
me on the shelves of my favorite 
super market a whole stack of 
“old fashioned, ready - mixed 
pfeffernuesse, just add salt and 
stir,.the pfeffer is already in.” 

Wou never heard of pfeffer- 
nuesse? It’s a classic among 
cookies, and your life isn’t com- 
plete until you have tried it. As 
I say, there are no shortcuts to 
pfeffernuesse, so you'll have to 
do it ali yourself, like this: 

Mix and sift four cups of 
flour, a teaspoon of baking 
soda, a half-teaspoon of salt, a 
tablespoon of cinnamon, a tea- 
spoon of cloves, a teaspoon of 
nutmeg, a fourth teaspoon of 
black pepper, a tablespoon of 
crushed cardamon seeds, and a 
teaspoon of aniseed. Then stir 
in a fourth of a pound of 
candied orange peel.and a half 
pound of,citron, both minced. 
Mix two tablespoons of butter 
with two and a half cups of 
powdered sugar. Add the yolks 
of five eggs, well beaten, and 
a teaspoon and a half of grated 
lemon rind, and then beat the 
whole works like everything. 

Then gradually stir in the 
flour fruit mixture and fold in 
the whites of the five eggs, 
which should be stiffly beaten. 
Chill it for an hour, and then 
make it into small balls about 
the size of persimmons. Put 
them on a cloth and let them 
stand, uncovered, overnight. In 
the morning make a thin mix- 
ture of confectioners’ sugar and 
milk and brush it on the cook- 
ies. Put them on an ungreased 
baking sheet and bake them in

OU will find that you have 
Y avout seven dozen cookies, 

but don’t be concerned. For 
one thing, they keep well. For 
another, the family will find 
them so delicious the odds are 
they'll be gone before you have 
time to worry. 


This is the kind of cookies 
women used to make when ev- 
erything wasn’t too much trou- 
ble, and they hadn’t all suc- 
cumbed to that specious argu- 
ment about why make things 
nowadays when you can get 
them just as good already made 
and for less money than the in- 
gredients would cost. 

For people who are still in- 
terested in making the kind of 
cookies you can’t buy in cello- 
phane packages, we will con- 
tinue, however. One of the more 
delicious is the spicy molasses 
cookie, made like this: 

Mix and, sift three cups of 
flour, a half teaspoon of baking 
soda, a fourth teaspoon of salt 
and a half teaspoon of ginger. 
Then cream together a half cup 


of shortening and a fourth of 
a cup of firmly packed brown 
sugar. Then beat in a half cup 
of molasses and two well beaten 
egg yolks. Gradually stir in the 
flour and then stir in a cup and 
a third of mincemeat. 

Drop them from a teaspoon 
onto a greased baking sheet and 
bake them in a 375-degree oven 
for 10 minutes. This will make 
better than four dozen delicious 
cookies. 

Nothing has suffered quite so 
much at the hands of the gas- 
tronomi¢ social planners as the 
doughnut. The doughnut, as 
originally conceived and brought 
to perfection, was a fait accom- 
pli. It: needed no embellish- 
ments and there was no room 
for improvement. It was one of 
the rare examples of genuine 
American art. 


But try and find such a 
doughnut today. ~Go into a res- 
taurant and they will offer you 
glazed doughnuts, chocolate cov- 
ered doughnuts, angelfood 
doughnuts, retreaded doughnuts, 
but never a plain, old-fashioned 
doughnut fried to a delicate 


golden color, not greasy, and 
retaining that delicate, nut-like 
flavor which gave it its name. 
Look in most cookbooks and 
you'll find recipes for co¢onut 
doughnuts, orange doughnuts,

Now pour out cup of milk. 
Add the flour mixture and the 
milk alternately, stirring each 
one fn as you go but stirring 
lightly. When well mixed, turn 
it out on a floured bread board 
and roll it out a quarter of an 
inch thick. Cut with a floured 
doughnut cutter and fry. 

Which brings us to one of the 
most important factors in mak- 
ing good doughnuts. The tem- 
perature of the fat used for 
frying must be gauged accur- 
rately. If the fat is too hot the 
doughnuts will brown too fast 
on the outside but still not be 
done on the inside. 

If the fat isn't hot enough, it 
won’t make a quick seal, which 
is the secret of all deep frying, 
and the grease will penétrate 
the surface and if it does you 
might as well throw the dough- 
nuts away, because they're going 
to be fat-soaked. 

The temperature of the grease 
should be as nearly as you can 
get it to 365 degrees. If you 
don’t have a grease thermom- 
ter, you can make a fairly ac- 
curate test with a bread cube. 
If it browns a bread cube in 60 
seconds, it’s about right. 

Don’t try to cook too many 
doughnuts at onte. It pulls down 
the temperature of your fat, Lay 
them in the grease lightly, and 
when they rise to the top, turn 
them over. If your grease is 
between 360 and 370 degrees, 
cooking time for each doughnut 
should be not less than two min- 
utes, not more than three.
